In Tribute 


1903-1978 


Dr. Thomas Martin Adams a 
native of Elberton, Georgia, was a 
well respected man in the Macon 
County area. He made many con- 
tributions that will long be remem- 
bered. 

“Dr. Tom,” as he was called by 
his many friends and associates 
practiced medicine in Macon 
County for 49 years. He and Dr. 
Fred Adams, an unrelated friend, 
ran the Macon County Clinic for 
many years. 

Dr. Tom was active in Montez- 
uma government. He was a mem- 
ber of City Council from 1953 to 


1976 and he was Mayor of Montez- 
uma from 1976 to 1977. 

Macon County High School will 
always be indebted to him. Dr. Tom 
attended practically all football 
games and was the athletic physi- 
cian. Because of this and many 
other contributions to the commu- 
nity Tom Adams Field was named 
in his honor. 

On January 13, 1978, the Geor- 
gia House of Representatives 
adopted a resolution commending 
Dr. Tom for his service to Montez- 
uma, Macon County, and the State 
of Georgia.
